This boing, #0, it may well oem incredible to 
onlookers who have no personal acquaintance 
with Eastern countries that tho Byyptiaas 
sronorally—all the Folluheon even more thon the 
bulk of their fellow-countrymen —should not be 
wall contented with the dew order of ‘things; 
or, tu say the least, should have any wish to up- 
vot the British Administration, to which thay 
owe their unerampled well-byuing, A convic.

their own plots of. ground and- their ‘own 
rills of water, and haa substituted Isw aud ordor 
ax distinguished from Cadi justice. 

But, ax a matter of fact thore is constant 


‘friction between Bgyptain and British ideas of 


nidininistration. The Oriental, as I have heard 
the late Nubar Pasha say scores of times, “ hates 
above everything being worrie!”, and however 
unintontionally the Anglo-Egyptian administra. 
tion has beon introduced thronghont Egypt 
our mililary ccenpation is covatantly worrying 
the natives, Tho English officials, who have 
gradually crowded out the native officials from 
every post of importance, are "strangers in a 
‘strange country”, who ere appoiated to varry 
out reforms, excellent perhaps in themselves, 
but uacongenial to a consorvative race “whose 
main desire is to be let ‘a'one and not to be 
worried. “I may ba told thot it is onr dnty to 
raise the Oriental mind .to the intellectant 
standard of uropeun civilisation. For myself, 
T.am seaptical ag to tho truth of this theoretical 
daty. But I am cortain thst Orientals will 
never be grateful to us for undertaking their 
intellectual education, ‘Thus, antil we allow 
the Egytian natives, as Prance-does in’ Tunis 


“| and Austria does in Bosuiu. to leud their own 


liver noder . their own laws aod their own 
officials, rubject, of .conrse, to tbe suprame 
authority of Great Britain, there will always Le 
a Intent antagonism between the aatives and 
the English officials, who are ondeavouriag, 
with indifferent suceess, to modify the old 
happy-go-lucky aystem of Oriental rule in ac-. 
cordance with British ideas. Bat this latent 
anotagoninm between the administrators and the 
administrated in Egypt is. not, in my opipion, 
likely to become active under present conditions 
fo auch an extant as to endanger our tenura of 
our highway to India. 

For some time past there hag been a general 
sonse of uneasiness throughout Egypt. En the 
days of Lsmail Pasha bis Highness was fond of 
boasting that a foreigner might walk alone aod 
uosroied from Alexaudria to Assoann withont 
the’ slightest wolestation on the part of the 
patives.’. The statement probably way exap- 
goratad, but it had a basis of truth, which it 
does not powess at the present day, Crimes of 
violenca were then almost nokoown, From 
one end of the country to the other overy bative 
know that any outrage on Faropsans would b+ 
punished with roleatless eevurity. In those 
days brigandage wasa thing unknown. With 
the depesition of Ismail, aud the return to Cairo 
of Tewtik Pasha, uoder the protection of 
Rritish troops, the authority of the Khedive 


(Ou the contrary, the one desire, both at West: 


. amongst the natives, and who pooh-poohed the 


aniidst his owa peoply received a blow from 
whieh it has naver recovered. From the date 
whon Egypt passed undor our military ocoupa- 
tion the object of uur policy has becn to leare 
the shadow of authority to the Khedival, while 
retaining the substance in our own grasp. I- 
dolnot deny that this policy had many recom 
mendativna io its favour, All I soy is that 
ever siuca our occupation it has deprived the 
titan rulers of Egypt of the summary powor 
requis to 10 -maintain order in an Oriental 
countiy. pa 

In. 1895 there oocurred sorious riots at 
Alexandria, in conxeyuonce af which ao decree 
wae ivated by the reigning . Khedive, on the 
advice, if Tam not mistaken, of Lord Cromer, 
creatiog 9 special tribunal to deal with offences 
committed by natives against ' British officers 
and soldiers, 14 is this tribunal, composed of 
native and Euglish judges, which has dealt out 
sominury and jast punishment to the authora 
of tbe Denshawi outrage. . For some vears the 
ersation of thiy tribunal, armed with full powers 
of repredsing disturbances and of punishing at 
once and without power of appeal any offenders 
agaiast the public pence, proved sufficient to 
provant ‘any repatition of the Alexandria riots, 
Vory ponsibly it might have proved permanently 
effective had it not been for vertain incileats in 
reapect of which neither (ha Khedival Govera- 
ment uor the British autherities at Cairo can 
fairly Ly held responsible, ‘The outbrenk of the 
svar botween England and ‘the Boor Republics 
led to a reduction in the numbers of Army of 
Uecupation in Egypt, while the jll-fortune 
which attended the ‘Beitin ‘urms during the 
aarliot years of the war encouraged oll parties, 
hostile from ‘one canso, or othor to our 
supremacy in Egypt, to slic up the passion of 
the Egyptian malcontents A fur more potent 
cause, however, was tho signal dufeat. of Russia 
by Japan. Throughout tue whole of the Dark 
Coutiueot, from Cairo to the Caps, there had, 
in tho course of tho last cantury, growa up a 
profornd vonviction’ that in any conflict 
betwxen Enropeang nod natives the lutter were 
bound to coms to grief inthe ond, ‘Ihis belief 
recvived a violent shock throughout tho Eust 
as it gradually oozed oat that Russia, the 
Kreatest mililary Power in Europe, had bean 
signalty and igneminionsly defeated by a uative 
Oriental race. 

T do not suppose that one Egyptian native in 
a thousand or o hundred thousand had any-con- 
ception where Japan was, who the Japanese 
were, or tu what race or religion thay belonged, 
But all over Africa, north, sunth, west, and 
east, tho tidings of Ru xia’s defeat ut the hands 
of a coloured rave, who, whatever elas thoy 
might, he, were certainly not Christians or 
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in Egypt, in order to offect ovr purpose we 
havo largely to increase our force bath in -the 
Delta and the’ Soudan, und to Jet it be mate 
manifest that uny outrage of the kind to which 
Ceptaie Ball foll a victim will be punished 
with equal soverity. 

In the ‘course of a Jotter, dated 
29, the corraspondont of the Pall’ Mall Gazette 
gives the following account of the oxecution of 
tho sentences on the natives implicuted in the 
Denehawi outrage: 

* Yesterday morning the curtain was ruog 


‘down on the Denshawi incident, aod the natives 
(who made the cowardly attack on ihe British | 
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whites, spread—with—the-ntravge—rapidity—hy 
which news in the Bast passes from hand to 
hand, There is not a villago in Egypt io 
which there is not some Mullah or 
holy man, learned iv the Koran, who was only 
too glad to announce to his adherents that. tho 
downfall of the infidel was at hand, and that the 
day was coming when Islam would once more 
bacome supreme. The Egyptians azo > not 
fanatical Mahometens, but they ore fervont 
followers of tho Prophet, and they are convinced 
that the decline of the Cross is certain to lead 
to'the rise of the Crescent. —V British Gaver | 
ment is necesaarily Lho wors' Governmentin the 
world to provide against an hypothetical danger, 
and no British statesman, to whatever parly he 
wight belong, reems to have contemplated tho 
possibility that the downfall of Russian military 
preatigo might possibly stir up discontent and 
disaffection in Egypt, No effort was made to 
reinforce our garrison there or in the’ Soudan,

If you hare to use force it ix the wisest 
and the most humane course to strike quick 
and strike bard. Any witigation of a woll- 
deserved punishment with the view of conciliat. 
ing’ popular sentiment ix ascrihad not lo 
humanity, but’ to fear, und this ix especially 
the case when the offence for which the pnnish- 
mont is iutlicted is dao to racial’ hatred und 
religions fanaticism, _ It is now admitted, 
aa I contended when the Akbaby controversy 
arose thy'» months ago, that in the event of 
the ‘l‘urkish armies approaching. the Saez 
Canal the ryopathies of the Egyptiun Musyal- 
mans -—(iat is, nively per cent. of the 
popu'a'ion would be with tho ‘lurks’ rather 
than with. ourselves, and = this natwith. 
xtandins the great. improvemanta we havo. in 
troduced during our occupation, To quote the 
words of tha Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affaire, “ All this year a fanetical fedling in 
Egypt has boon on tho increase, It was 
for that reason a little timo ago that the garrison 
hail to he incressed.” To this statement T, in 
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officers received their wall-merited ' piniahment. 
All was bustle and exeitamant. in the villagas of 
Khebin-ul. Kon and Denshawi early. yesterday 
morning. Preparations had beon made the 
night before for the execution, A squara had 
beon formed on the south of the agricultural 
road, almost exactly on the spot where the assault 
took place, British soldiors kept the square ; 
Egyptian mounted police lined the road all the: 
woy, and a special detaohment of  ghuffirs 
surrounded the square and forme] ‘o sort of

elnded in this circle so that the inhabitants 
might be sure of getting a full view of tho 
proceedings, Ata quarter to five in the morn- 
ing the condemned men, together with those 
sentenced to ‘bo whipped, were conveyed on 
cart from Khebin-el-K om to Denshawi, escorted 
by a detachinent of mounted police. Arrived 
at. the place of execution, they wore placed in 
two tents, where Lhey waited until half-pnst one. 
In the meantime tha gallows had arrived, and 
the flogging triangles were set up, This pro- 
ceeding appeared to iuterest the,natives groatly, 
who now swarmed to tho scons, Tho relatives 
of tho condomnod mon started their cries and 
Tamentations, and mado the air resound with 
their peculiar discordant cries. : 

The officials were all in wttoudance at ao early 
hour, The members of the special court left 
for Cairo immedintaly after the sentences wera 
deliverel, but Cap'sin Mactell, the adviser to 
the Ministry of the Intorior, remained to sea 
tho ‘sentences carried ont. The Mudir of 
Menntieh » Denshawi is situated in that pro- 
vinco—diracted the oxecution, and Dr. Harold 
Nolan, the medico-legal . export, who gave 


evidenoe during the trial, and his assistant, Dr. |. 


Hamilton, watched ou behalf of the medical 
authoritirs, 

At 1.30 tho first man was led out té the 
seaffoll. He waa Husaan Muhfous, a grizzled 
old man of sixty odd years,’ He wes the chief 
ringleader, ‘I'he sad part about his caso was 
that his son informed ogaiust him, and in 
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& way oontribated not a littl to the establish- 
ment of his fathor's guilt. At the last 
moment Hassan Mabfour cursed lis son and his 
other relatives, who had turned against him, 
and then was launched into eternity. He was 
followel by the two other ringleaders, and the 
rear was brought up by Mobammed Zahran, 
who hos been 4 torror to the whole district for 
years, and who loole a brigand.ia every rospect. 
These men followed each other at intervals ot 
fifteen minutes, during which time the flogg- 
ing of the other mon was carried out by picked 
men of the Cairo Fire Brigude, who had been 
spec‘ally trained for this work, The sight was 
ope never to be forgotten by. those Europeans 
who were forced to be present and one cou only 
hope thats similar impression was made on the 
natives, who had come in from all parte in their 
hundreds. The bodies of the men were buriad 
after the execution by tho yolice, Much tothe 
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disgust of the rela'ives, none of them were 
allowed to be present, aa it would have meant 
too mach of a coremony and ond}vas fuss, 

The village of Densbawi will bo tded for 
some little timo longer by a mililary force, 
whose place wil! theu be tiken by the special 
ghoffics who have been selected to police that 
village, The inhabitants will nv longer have 
the privilegs of an * Omdeb,” and in-addition 
will have to pdy for the keep f the guardians 
who have heen drafted on them. 

Tt is generally admitted that thea sentences 
wore severe, bul the judges had to take int» 
account not only the actions of the culprits und 
the fact that the victims were British officers 
in uoiform, but also that's stern lesson was 
needed in order ta calm the eeling of the natives 
and reader a European's: life io the provinces 
more secure, Under the circumstances, there- 
fore, the Court was quite justified in dealing 
out punishment as it did. 


sentences and wépt to the execution and the 
flogging triangles was most remarkable, Not 
@ word was heard, morely here and there o 
notchalant strug of the shoulders ag the 
verdict was read, Qneand all marched to the 
seaffold ssifthey were going for a walk. As 
an eye-witness tetiarked to me, ** ‘I'he Moslem 
religion must be a fine one, aud must have a 
atrong hold on ite adherents, to render them #0 
indifferent and fearless in the face of death.” 
Few. Christians would march to their death so 
carelessly. 

The inhabitants of! Danahawi sre a very 
rough lot; iu fact, a good many are brigands 
ona small scale. They are ulso most fanatical. 
Their neighbours in the adjoining villages bave 
loug been terrorised by them, and the rejoicing 
is general at the set-back piven to their proceed- 
ings. Tho “ dossiers” of the condemned men’ 
show them all to have hed bad antecedents, 
and the heaviest sentences strauge to relate 
have gona to. the men of whom the neighbouring 
villages have most to complain. :

'UNRESY IN EGYPT. 
NATIVE FANATICISS. 


A London paper has the following by Edward 
Dicey, C.B. —" - 
‘The one factor in the Egyptian question 
shih is not open to dispute is theextraondinary 
development of Egypt uader our military 
occupation; a3 to the causes which have 
brought a nav ora of prosperity into the Valley 
of the Nilu thore may boany number of opinions, 
but as fo the fact of this prospority there can ba 
no possible question, Many porous opine—L, 
mysalf, amidst the pumber—that under a some- 
what. different syntem of adminiatration tho 
improvemont- in the materia! conditions of 
Egypt might have been greator and more 
Patmanent gnpposing the Government of Egypt 
ad been less “ Anglicised.” This, however, is 
& point upon which one man's opinion is 
as good as-another’s, But aa to general 
improvement in tho conditions of Egyptian 
lifo there are few mon living who—I, regret 
to say—are so competent to express .an 
opinion as myself, The Egypt of to-day is 
utterly different from the Egypt 1 first learnt 
to knaw at the opening of the Suet Canal, The 
improvement is not confined to any one town 
or any one provines. but is equally couspicuous 
throughout the whole Khedivat kingdom. The 
country haa been cpened up. by railway, stoam- 
boats, nnd olectrie tramway companies which 
could’ never ‘have beon stattel or worked at 
& profit but for the security afforded hy our 
military occupation, By fur the lergest benefits 
derived fron: this security hive accrued to the 
Fellaheen. Thess’ peasant cultivators of the. 
Dolts and thy Nile Vultey, from the barrage up 
to the dam of Assvusn, form tho great bulk of 
the population of Egypt. The value of their 
lands bas improved snormously ; their wages 
bave increased two-fold, and in many cases thres- 
fold or four-fold ; they are able tolay by money, 
and are no longe: afraid to display thoir wealth; 
they have better homes, bettar clothes, and 
butter food, and look utterly different from tho 
ill-clad, illsfed, aut i!l-honsed pessantry whom 
1 remember first seeing thirty odd years ago 
toiling at Corv’e vork under tho lash. : 
This being, #0, it may well seem incredibly to 
onlookers who hare no jwrsonal acquaintance 
with Eastern countries that the Kyyptians 
gonerally—all tho Fellahosn even moro than the 
bulk of their fellow-countrymen ~should not by 
well contented with the new order of thingrs; 
or, tu sy the loset, should have any wish to up- 
sot the British Administration, to which they 
owe their unexampled woll-being, A  convic- 
tion of the buld-we have obtsinud in Egypt in 
return for the ‘material Lenolita -we—hare- 
conferred upon her population is ‘naturally 
ontertained by the British public, with whow 
it is an orticla of faith, T coufess mysolf thot 
{ do. not share this optimistic opinion. 1 may, 
and do, admit that logically the Fgyptians have 
atrong ground for supporting a system which 
has suppressed the Curves, omancipated the 
peasantry from the tyranoy of the wealthy 
land-owners, secured them in the poxsession of 
their own plots of ground apd thoir own 
Pills of water, and has substituted law sud order 
aa distinguished from Cadi jastice, . 
Bul, asa matter of fact Uhere is constant 


‘friction between Eyyptain and British ideas of 


administration, The Oriental, aa T have heard 
the late Nubay Pasha say scores of times, *' hatos 
nbove everything boing worried”, and however 
unintentionally the Anglo-Egyptian administra- 
tion hag been introduced throughout Egypt 
our military occupation is copstantly worrying 
the natives. Tho English officials, who fave 
gradually crowded ont the nbtive officials from 
overy post of importance, are “ strangers in a 
strange country’, who are appointed to carry 
out reforms, oxeellont porhaps in themselves, 
but uncongenial to a conservative: race whuss 
main desire is to bo let alone and not to be 
worried, 1 way be told that it is our duty to 
yaisa the Oriental mind to the intellectual 
standard of turopean civilisation, For myself, 
T am. scaptical aa to the (ruth of this theoretical 
daty. But I om certain that Orientals will 
pevor be grateful to us for undertakiog their 
intellectual education. Thas, antil we allow 
the Egytion natives, as France doos in ‘Tunis 
and Austria doca in Bosniu, to lead their owu 
lives under their own lows and their own 
offcials, subject, of course, to the supreme 
anthority-of Great Britaia, there will always,be 
a Jatent antagonism between, thé aatives and 
the English officials, who are eudeavouring, 
with indifferaut success, to modify the ofd 
happy-go-lucky system of Oriental rule in av- 
cordanca with British ideas. But this latent 
antagonism between tho administrators and the 
administrated in Egypt is not, in my opinion, 
likely to become active under present conditions 
1o such an extent as to endaogor our tenure of 
our highway to India. * 

For some time past there has been a general 
sonsa of uneasiness throughout Egypt. In the 
dsys of Ismail Pasha his Highouss was fond of 
boasting that a foreigner might.walk alone and 
unarmed. from Aloxaudeia to Assouan without 
the slightest molesiation on the part of the 
natives. The atatemoot probably was exag- 

erated, but it bad o. basis of truth, which i 
foes not poseess at tho present day, Crimea of 
violence were then, almost uskoown, From 
one end af the'country to thy other every native 
know that any outrage on Earop sans would be 

janished with relentless severity. Im those 
tage brigandage wasa thing unknown, With 
tho deposition of Ismail, and the return to Cairo 
of Tewtik Pashe, under the protection of 
British troops, the authority of the Kbodive 


aridst his own peoplo roccived a blow from 
which i¢ bas naver recovered: From the date 
whon Egypt passed under ont military oocupa- 
tion the object of our policy has boon to leave 
tho shadow of authority to the Khedivah, while 
retaining the substance in our ows grasp. I 
dolbot deny that this policy had mapy recom 
mandationa in its favour. All I say is that 
aver since our occupation it bas deprived the 
titalagrulors of Egypt of the summary powor 
reqiig te to maintain order in an Oriental 
county, ; 

In” 1895 there occurred sorious riots ‘at 
Alexandria, in conseyaonco of whichn decree 
was iegued by tho reigning Khedive, on the 
advice, ifIam not mistaken, of Lord Cromer, 
creating s special tribunal to desl with offences 
committed by nativos ‘against British offlcora 
and ‘soldiers. It js this tribunal, composed of 
native and English judges, which has Noalt out, 
samumory vad just puoishment to the authors 
of the Donshawi outrage. For somo veara the 
sreation of this tribanal, armed with full powers 
of repressing wisturbaness and of punishing at 
once and without power of appeal any offenders 
against the public peace, proved snfficient to 
prevent any repetition of the Alexandria riots, 
Very possibly it might hove proved permanently 
offective had it not beon for cortain incidents in 
respect of whioh neither tho Khedival Govera- 
ment nor the British. authorities at Cairo can 
fairly baheld respousible: ‘The outbrrak of the 
war between Epglaad and the Boer Republics 
led to a reduction in the numbers of Army of 
Qecupation in Egypt, while the ill-fortume 
whigh attended the British ormps duriug the 
gatlier years of the war encouraged all parties, 
hostile’ from one cause or other to our 
supremacy in Egypt, to stir up the passion of 
the Egyptian wolcoutent(s A fur more potent 
cause, howevor, was tho signal defeat. of Russis 
by Japan. ‘Chronghont the whole of the Dark 
Gontinest, from Cairo to the Cape, thers had, 
in tho course of the last cootury, growa up ao 
profound convistion that in any conflict 


between Baropesos and natives the latter wore 
bound {o come to grief in the end. ‘I'his belief 
recived a viotent shock throughout the East 
as it gradually oozed ont that Russia, the 
greatest military Power in Enrope, had baeo 
signally and ignominionsly defeated by a native 
Oriental race, 


I do not suppose that one Egyption native in |. 


a thousand or o hundred thousand had any con- 
ception where Japan was, who the Japanese 
were, or to what race or religion they belonged, 
But olt over Africa, north, south, weet, and 
cast, the tidings of Ru sin's defeat at the hauds 


of s coloured rave, who, whatevar else ~they |‘ 


might bo, were certainly not Christians * or 
| whites, spread with the strange rapidity. by 


which news in the: East passes from hand to 


hand. There is not o village in Egypt io 
which there is mot some Mullah or 
holy man, learned in the Koran, who was only 
‘too glad to anuvunce to his adherents that tho 
downfall of the infidel was ot Laud, and that the 
day! was coming when Islam would once more 
become supreue, The Egyptians. are not 
fanatical Matometans, but they are fervent 


followers of the Prophet, and they are convinced 
that the decline of the Cross is cortain to lead 
to the rise of the Crescont.. A British Govern- 
ment is necessarily the wors' Governmentin tho 
world to prov.do ngaiust an hypothetical danger, 
and no British statesman, to whatever party be 
might belong, reams to have contemplated the 
possibility ihat the downfall of Russian military 
prestigo might possibly stir up discontent and 
disaffection in Beyet No effort was made to 
reinforce our garrison there or in the Soudan. 
Ou the contrary, the one desire, both at West- 
minster and at Cairo, sa-ms to have been to 
effect a reduction of the British army of occa- 
pat‘on, This desire, not aorensonable in itself, 
wis undoubtedly stimulated by ‘iho optiminn 
of British officiatdom in Evypt, who kept on 
to the vary last assuring everybody there was 
no truth whatever in the reports of disaffection 


awongst the natives, and who poch-poohod the | 


notion that the Soudanese, as. well os the 
fellahoen, were not enamoured of British role. 
In dlutter I wrote to you from Khortoum ia 
January lost, Lexpressed to you wy disbeliof 
in the offeial contention that the former adhe- 
routs of the Mahdi and the Khalifa not only 
acquiesced in our ‘rule, but wera enthusiastic 
in their appreciation of its excelJenca. 

The course of events has more then justified 
my forebodings. I-am inclined to think the 
prompt, stern jndgment pnased upon the ring- 
Yenders in the Dunshawi outrages will” keap 
things quict in Egypt for soma time to come. 
In the Bast balf-moasuros are always inoffec- 
tive, If you have to use force it is the wisest 
and the giost bumone course to strike quick 
and strike “hard. Any mitigation of a. woll- 
deserved punishment with the view of conciliat- 
ing popular sentiment is ascribed not to 
humanity, but to fear, and this is especially 
the cago When the offence for which the punish- 
ment is inflicted is dao to racial hatred und 
religions fanaticism, It is now admitted, 
ast contended whon the Akbaby controversy 
arose the # ‘months ngo, that in the event of 
the Turkish armies spproachiug. the Saez 
Canal the sympathies of the Egyptlun Massnl- 
mana--that is, ninety per cont. of the 


popu's'ion--would be with the Purks rather 
than with ourselves, and this molwith- 
standin s the great improvements we bare’ in- 
troduced during onr oconpation, To quote the 
words of the Seeretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, “ All this year @ fanatical feeling in 
Egypt has buon on the incresse. .

In the course of n letter, dated Cairo, Fune 
29, Uhe correspundont of the Pall Mall Gazette 
gives the following account of the execution of 
the sentences on tho nutives implicated in the 
Denehawi cmtrage : 

Yesterday morniog the curtain was ruug 
down on the Deushawi incident, and the natives 
who mada the cowardly attack on the British 
officers received their well-merited pioishment, 
All was bustle and excitement. in the villazes o! 
Khobin-el Kom aud Denshawi early yesterday 
morning, Preparations had been: aide the 
night before for the execution. A squara had 
been formed on the south of tho agricultural 
road, almost exactly on the spot where the assault 
took place. British soldiers kept the square ; 
Egyplian mounted police lined the road all tho 
way, and a special ditachment of —ghafirs 
surrounded the syuara and forme] u sort of 
onter cirole, The village of Denshawi was in- 
eluded in this circle go that the inhabitants 
might be sure of getting @ full view of the 
proceedings, | Ata quarter to fivo in the morn- 
ing the condemned men, togother with those 
sentenced to be whipped, were conveyed on 
eart from Khabin-el- Kom to Deushawi, escorted 
by .a detachment of mounted police, Arrived 
at the place of exocation, thay wore placed in 
two tonts, where they waited until half-past: one. 
In the meantime the gallows. had arrived, and 
the flogging trianules were set up, This pro- 
ceading appeared to iuteroat tne natives groatly, 
who now swarmed to the scane. ‘The relatives 
of the copdemned men started their cris and 
lomentations, and made the air resound with 
thoir peculiar discordant cries, 

‘Lhe officials wore all in attendance at an early 
hour, Tbe members of the special’ court left 
for Cairo immediately after the sentancas were 
delivere?, but Cap'ain Mechell, the advisor to 
the Ministry of tho Intevior; remained to sea 
the sentences carriod ont.

Tho “‘dossiere” of the condemned men 
show thom oll to have had bad antecedents, 
aud the heaviest sentonces strauga to relate 
have gone to the men of whom the neighbouring 
villages hare most to complain.
